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Applicant has substantially amended the limitations in the claims, for example, see claims 1, 3, 19, 21-26, especially 15 and 33 have 
considerable amendments. Therefore, the Examiner will need to reconsider the prior art in light of the amendments and/or perform a new 
search. The Examiner will also have to consider the newly added limitations for any new matter issues. All previous rejections have been 
considered and maintained. 

Furthermore, Applicant has not complied with the revised amendment requirements of 37 CFR 1.121 and 1.125. Applicant has brought 
back language that was deleted in the previous prior version. For example, page 16 of Amendment dated April 28, 2008, [0061] shows 
"managing said network architectures" as strikethrough, but page 12 of Amendment dated October 27, 2008, [0061] shows "managing said 
network architectures" has been added with no underline. Also, since "for business solutions..." was added in the previous prior version, it 
no longer needs to be underlined in the current amendment. This is just one example and is not comprehensive of the entire current 
Amendment dated October 27, 2008. 
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
